Like the national finances, which have gone into 
figures too big really to m ean anything, the complexity 
of the executive branch defies com prehension. 
Recent surveys shed light, if not on tile tangle, at

I hese were made by Senator Byrd, of 
Virginia, who, although a fellow-1 )emocrat with President 
I rum an, is by no m eans a fellow traveller w hen it conies 
to wholesale waste of public m oney. 
His figures reveal the mechanics of the neat trick by 
which it is possible to em ploy 3,600,000 f ederal jo b ­ 
h o l d e r to do an a m o u n t of work which should keep fewer 
than 1,000,000 busy. 
His surveys do not include a 
chain of c o m m a n d 
organization chart which is the usual m ethod of explain­ 
ing complicated administrative set-ups. 
Hie structure is 
too large and too interwoven for such treatm ent. 
W h a t this m eans m ay be show n by recalling that the 
Pennsylvania State governm ent is far from simple; but it 
reduces to a chart small enough to appear on a single page 
of the Pennsylvania Manual. 
A similar chart of the National governm ent would 
be big as a bed-sheet, and would have to be* printed in 
m a n y colors of ink to tract* the varying chains of co m ­ 
mand, the conflicts and the overlaps. 
A mere listing of the separate agencies and divisions 
of the Federal gov ern m e n t takes a piece of paper three 
feet wide and four feet long.
